Should not have troubled my ſelf with Writing, 
nor You with Reading this following Diſcourſe, 
hadit not been for their ſakes, who ignorantly 
without any malitions intent , ſpeake evill of 
things they know not » This being a time , wherein this 
way of (ontroverting things by printing, is become one 
of the greateſt oanities ; but conſidering how all man- 
ner of Evill inthe World, hath clothedit ſelf with Im: 
pudcnce, and more eſpecially that $ pirit which rageth 
at this time in this Kingdom, againſt all perſons, and 
things that doe not bowe before it ; Icould not any lang- 
er, finding all other filent in this buſineſSe, forbeare the 
windication of ruth and luſtice, againſt the clamors 
of men, at the juſt and favourable proceedings of 
the Court-marrtiall, iy the following caſes. 

And this 1could not have forborn ſo long, had it not 
been out of tenderneſſe to thoſe things Which theſe rayl. 
ing revilers have pretended to, who have dealt with the 
Army and their friends, as the moſt barbarous of 
their Encmicsin ſome Garifons, have done in time 
; of War, in detaining ſome perſons, whom they Judged 
vere highly eſtcemed of by them,in their Cuſtody, to 
ſet in places of moſt danger,to binder them from aſſault- 
ing, this is the cheifeſt uſe, theſe men haye made of the

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words Iaſtice, Righteouſneſſe, Liberty, and Free; 

dome, &Cc. to place them, in the Front ſpice of their 
lies and{landers, that none miyhr kill the latter, with. 
out wounding the former, andif 7 have in anything In- 
ter fer' din this Diſcourſe, againſt thoſe goed things , 
charge it up 11 my weakneſſe, nit upon my Will, and the 
reaſon Þh , i only gl e yan the Relation of theſe three, 
and net of thoje otLer ſince Executed for this laſt muti« 
ny, is ; 

Firſt,becanſe the miſrepreſenting of the Armies pro- 
ceedings againſt theſe firſt, have been made uſe of to 
fit the Soldicrs for, and to ſtirre them up unto this laſt, 

Secendly, becauſe I expe#t it will be done by ſome 0- 
ther hand, more able then my ſelfe, to obſerve and relate 
it, 

Thirdly, b:cauſe Thave not mett with any ſuch cla 
mors avid miſrepreſentations of the latter, as againſt the 
former, which if 1ſhowld, Tmight well forbeare anſwer- 
inz, there having been ſome perſons of Eminent inte- 
rity and ability, inſnaredin the buſineſſe, whom Gid 
hath made fully ſenſible of their evill therein, and will 
therefor. bee moſt fitt and able, to give a repreſentation 
thereof ; Treferre thee to what followes, and ſhall reſt 
thine,in the cauſe of Truth and Juſtice,

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: The Juſtice of the «Army againſt cvill 


doers vindicated. 


Ow tender the ruling part of the Army hath been in 
taking away life by MMartiall-law : Is fo notorious,it 
needech not my teſtimony ; there being not execu- 
red tro my beſt remembrance, above five or ſic , ſince 
the Generall had his Commisſion, beſides theie A1«- 

fineers. 

And for the firſt of theſe, viz. - Ay»oll, who was ſhot to death 
at the Randevouze neer Hartford, I ſhall referr you to the Nar- 
»ation-of Captain Bray, delivered in writing to che General, and 
Councell, and ſubſcribed by him, he being thenan Officer of the 
ſame Regiment , and an-Eye-witnes of all their miſcarriages and 
out-rage$:;the ſubſtzgee whereof is; as followerth. 

{The Regimene. being ordered ro march ro New-aſtle, when 
they came ar St. Albenry: had the paper' called the caſe of the Ar- 
end read unto them ; upon which they reſolved unanimoul- 
ly notro marchy; ſaying, it was contrary to their Ingagement, to 
be devided; Ke, of 
-, The next morning , according to.the Orders I had received, I 
cauſed the Drums to beat, &c. bur' few:or none would come to 
their Collours, but eliey flocked about me,and cold me,they were 
reſolved not to march; whereupon I uſed all the Arguments of 
perſwaſion that-Icould, as many witneſſes can teſtifie, &c : Bur ir 
would nor availe, they generally and _unanimouſly ſeized upon 
the Collours, and fer them in the Waggons, and ſer a ſtrong 
guard upon them, &c., ' 1 1 X 
. At a Councell of arr held at Hockley, Igave my Vote for 
their marching,it preſenting ic ſelf, reaſonable to me alto, &c. I re- 
turned from the Councell of arr, -and told them I had received 
Orders to march, and the reaſons thereof, and gave as many Ar- 
gumencs as. I could to-perſwade them, bur they combined and 
conſulced rogerher what to doanrmuring among chemhlvon ice

and that night they came furiouſly into my Quarter, and deman; 
ded the Colours of me, but Idenyed them my Colours, telling 
them that it was moſt reaſonable, the Colours ſhould remain in 
my Cuftody, &c : But they told me, they could not belieye any 
of their Ofhicers ; nay, that they could not believe their own fq- 
thers, &c. So they went into the Chamber, and fetched the Cy. 
lours, and ſet a ſtrong guard over them at the Waggons, &c, 

And when Icameto Olzey, &c. they all determined nottos 
march further ; yet the next morning Icommanded the Drums 
ro beat, intending to march according to my Orders, &c. but the 
Companies came together, and AY reſolved not to 
march, though Ipropounded unto them all the Arguments of 0+ 
bedience and reaſon that Icould ; profeſsing, that though I was 
a friend,and ever would be, God willing, to all juſt deſires, reſo- 
lutions, and mutuall ingagements, yet I was an enemy to irregu=- 
larity. Whereuponthey were ſuſpitious of me, that I was an 6« 
nemy to juſtice, and the liberty and freedome of rhe people. 

Not long after, the ſame day, came more Colours from Nor 
thamptoxſhire , which made them more and more exorable ; and 
by my preſfsing, I received an affront by a Cavalier, &c. who 
ſwore by the Name of God, they muſt nor believe any"of 
rheir Othcers, and that they muſt fight againſt I»dependents,&c. 
Whereupon I fearing a deſigne deſtruftive to the Army, Gene- 
rall-and Kingdome, I told them the caſe of the Army ſtated, 
came from ſuch hands who were reſolved enemies to ſuch per- 
fons,&c.. fo that I was bound in judgement and conſcience to 
the Nation, and to the Generals juſt authority , co continue 
with them in this diſtemper, to keep off that unjuſt d 
which I feare perſons did endeayour to carry on, whom 
hath in ſome meaſure diſcovered, and will more in due time, 
&c. 

Whereupon they marched back, according to their own deter- 
minations, to Dw»ſtable, many of the Horſe alſo having been 4- 
mong them full of diſtempers, &c. and there they received a 
Lerter, the ſubſtance whereof was, that they ſhould ſtand (as1 
remember) to their honeſt ingagements for Souldiers righes, and 
Englands freedoms ; and the party that brought the Letrer to 
them,cold chem, the Generall, and Lieutenaig Geaeralf would 

pop 
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hot oppoſe them , though they were not ſatisfied in the way 
yet : and theſe exprefsions made the Souldiers more and more 
exorable. 

. After that, the Lieutenant Colonell and Major came to Dax- 
fable , and brought another Order from the Generall, and 
read it cothem, but could not prevaile,&c. But the Otkicers vo- 
ted, that ſome of the Capraines, with my ſelfe, ſhould poe 
through their Quarters with Orders for them to march inco 
Buckinghamſhire. But when we came to Zxton, we heard the 
Souldiers had a Randevouz off and from themſelves. 

The ſaid Officers went to Captain T a/hwnrſt; quarter,and found 
a Guard ſet on him and his money, by his own men,and there the 
faid Captaines wounded or killed one or two men, and one Lieus 
tenant was alſo wounded. 

So I parted from the Captaines (after we had procured a Chi- 
rurgion) and told them,I would go to the Randevouz though I 
loſt my own life,(as it was probadle enough as they confeſt) and 
give them my Orders received of the Major; and accordingly I 
came to D#»nſtable, and read my Orders to my owne men inthe 
Town, the Randevouz being broken up, and gave them all the 
Arguments that was in me to march ; but they told me their ge- 
nerall determination at the Randevouz was, that they would 
march to Readborne to a Randevouz ; and ſo they did accordi 
ly, without my conſent or approbation, &c. as many aa 
can teſtifie: and that night before they went to St. Albanes, they 
ſet a Guard upon me and my Colours, &c. and fo they marched 
t0.S, Albanes, and lodged the Colours of the whole Regiment to- 
gether,and ſo they went towards Hartford the next day. 

I receiving a Letter from the Generall upon our march, com- 
manding me and the Souldiers to ſtay where that Letter ſhould 
come to us. Itold the Meſſenger, I did not continue with them 
as commanding them , but to hinder an unjuſt influence, or the 
enemies deſigne upon them, and to keep as much as I could, the 
Generals authority among them, which I was and am tender 
of. And I communicated my Orders to the Souldiers, and they 
all cryed ont, they could not goe to that Randevouz, and that 
they were betraid,if they did. Whereupon the Souldiers peritio- 
ned the Generall, who ſent me a particular Order to march to 
Ware Randevent, —. Bray. _ i,

His Relation of Gaptain Bray I rather chuſe to make uſe of 
jo we any of the other teſtimony, becauſe from him may be 
expeced a more favourable relation then from any other, him- 
ſelfe being very much ſuſpected to be an aberter, or at leaſt az. 
vourer of the Mutiny : theſe things following being teſtified up. 
on oath by Henry Lilbarne, fohn Topping William Dod, Rowlayd 
Stewart, Williams Hallowes, fames Hart, Ethelbxrt Morgan, and 
Gabriel Erwood. Moſt of whom were then conſiderable Officers 
in the ſame Regiment. 

That at a Court of Warre held at Richmond, after the Gene- 
rall had ordered the Regiment to march to Newcaſtle, he ſaid 
that it was not fit for the Regiment to march thither, but to ſta 
neere Lendoz , untill the Parliament had confirmed the propo- 
{als of the Army,and the freedome of the people. 

And that when the Regiment did march, the Colonels Com- 
pany mutinying at St. A/bares ,* Captaine Zray did Jay that it 
were better for the Regiment to march back, then to goe for- 
ward, and that if the Colonels Company would march back, he 
would march in the head of them. 

And when the Company did return back ina mutiny, he 
did march back in the head of them, and iſſued out Warrants 
under his own hand to the Countrey, to bring in Horſes to draw 
the Waggons back, when they ſhould have marched forward, 

And the ſaid Captaine Bray inthe height of the mutiny at 
Dunſtable, did ſpeake to this purpoſe, That the Parliament were 
our profeſt enemies, and that there was no viſible Authority in 
the Kingdome but che Generall ; and that the Generall was nog 
infallible : His Lievtenant. Colonell defiring to know. of: him, 
whether he would goe to the head of his Company;and acquaint 
them,whar orders he had received from the Generall, he anſwe» 
red, I ſhall not : and gave it as his opinion, That the way-to get 
the Recinent to march, was $0 ſend a faire letterto the ou 
of the tie Regiments of - Horſe,and ro-get an Qrder from-t 

Nowithſtanding theſe things, wich much more of the-ſame nas 
ture, was proved againſt him, yet he pretending he Qayed with 
them,onlv to prevent the influence of others, upon them;as in his 
foregoing Narrative, the Coutt Martiall was willing'to takethe 
belt (enſe of himghey could, & did. ag proceed agai S—_

this charge , which they would hardly have done, if they had 
been ſo much inclined to arbicrary tyranny, as himſelfe and 0- 
thers have endeavoured to nn them. | 
. For if the circumſtances of this mutiny be impartially conſide- 
red, what a diſtemper it wrought in the whole Army, *neceſsita- 
ting a generall Randevouz to fatisfie the Souldiers, &c. 

Whar opportumiries it gave to evill minded men ro put both 
Army and Kingdome into a flame. Nay, how induſtrious and 
aQive the Cavaliers agents were on the one hand, and our dif- 
contented friends on the other ( who have alwayes pretended 
detter _ then their deſperate & bloody endeavours at that 
time, and often ſince doe demonſtrate they intend) there is nor 
any man that ever knew in the leaſt meaſure, what belonged to 
the government and diſcipline of an Army, or of any other well 
governed Society , but will rather wonder, that every tenth 
man of them did not ſuffer, then think ſuch a ſtorm could be /al- 
layed with the executing of one man, though they ſhould un- 
derſtand no more of the Story, then what hath been related by 
Captain Bray. 

Who in his Narrative takes no notice of their inſolent barba- 
rous carriage towards their Officers and the -Countrey , which 
was ſo horribly wicked and barbarous, that all the Felons which 
have ſuffered at 776b#rn theſe twelve monethi, are not really 
puilry of ſo many horrid outrages,as they were in that time to- 


| ward the Countrey and their Othcers, the particulars thereof are 


to0 tedious to relate. Not any of their Otficers except Captaine 
Bray, the Quarter-maſter, and one more, as 'I remember, durſt 
come neare them , ſome of them being purſued many miles by 
their owne Souldiers, Who ſwore as they purſued them, they 
mould be revenged on them, . and did violently take away di- 
vers Horſes in the Countrey in this purſuit of their Officers, pre- 
tending their Otficers were run away with their: money, wheg

' cameintheir march, inquired if there were any Round-heads in p 
that Towne, and againſt them did they exerciſe their cruelty, W w 
Some honeſt men at St. Albanes, &c. informed me, that _ he 
were never ſo uſed by the Cavaliers as they uſed them, and i T 
affirme, that if Captain Bray and the Quarter-maſter had nos W gr 
been with them, who had a little influence upon them, they had Þ jn 
been certainly plundred, if not murthered ; many of whom have ÞÞ yi 


been, and ſtill are, as faithfull ro the intereſt of the people, as 
the higheſt clamourer againſt this piece of neceſitated juſtice. 

In this inſolent diſtemper did they march to the Randevouz, 
where they were drawn up by their Captaine Lieutenant Brgy, 
and there ſtood with white papers in their Hats, as if =_ had 
been going to ingapge with an enemy. When the Generall had 
viewed the reſt of the Army, he came to them, attended with 
his Officers, who commanded them to pull their papers out of 
their Hats, but they refuſed. Whereupon ſome Officers rode in 
among chem, and plucked out the papers of ſome that were moſt 
inſolenr, and'then the reſt began to ſubmit. 

By this time ſome of their own ſcattered Officers were gotten 
up to the Randevouz,of whom the Generatll and Officers enqui- 
red, who among them had been the principall Leaders and ators 
in this murtiny, and commanded them as they could eſpy them, 
to ſingle them our,and accordingly they drew out as I remem- 
ber, eight or nine. A Court-marttall being called in the place; 
they were all found —— guilry of particular fads in' this 
buſineffe, and were there adju ged by the Lawes and Ordinans 
ces of warre to'dye ; and accor ingly ſentence of death was pro- 
nounced upon them, and afterward referred to a Lor, all par- 
doned but one, on whom the 'Lot ſhould fall , which was this 
Arnoll, who was: preſently ſhot to death in che 'place, ' And 
I welt-remember. ſome of che Officers of thar Regiment”, did 
much cejoyce.in che juſt hand: of ' God, direing'the Lox upori 
thatman,whomchey had obſerved to be more notoriouſly guilty 
then any other in this buſfineſſe.

Captain Pichforts Troop, in Colonell whaleys Regiment, who 
was queſtioned at a Court-martiall in the Regiment, for dr«s—- 
henneſſe, gaming, and quarreliing, The ſtory followeth : The faid 
Thomſon being at a Tavern in Co/ebrooke,after ſome time ſpent in 
drinking & carouſing, he fell into play for money; finding himſelf 
in danger to loſe, he began to quarrell with the man he played 
with, who perceiving his defigne, took the ſtakes into his Fagd : 
Upon which Mr. Thomſon laid violent hands upon the Gentle- 
man, tore him by the haire, and by force poſſeſt himſelfe of the 
ſtakes. In the mean while the Gentlewoman of the Houſe being 

ting her husband to bed, hearing a great noiſe of quarrelling 
Gow came running down among them, and endeavoured to 
part them : upon which Thomſon threw her down, kickt her on 
the face, and moſt proſly beat and abuſed the ſervants for ſtri- 
ring to part them. And he being not able to have his will on 
them himſelfe,goeth away , and not long after returned againe 
with ſome other of his companions,and in the dead time of the 
tipht forced into the houſe with his drawne ſword , wounded 
three or foure 6f the ſervants, laid felony ro the charge of the 
Miſtreſſe of the Houſe, and two others, for robbing him of 20. 1. 
of gold and ſilver, tooke one man away priſoner, viz. Wilian 
Moxſe, threatning him to tye him neck and heels rogether, if he 
would not confeſle his money ; notwithſtanding by his owne 
cnfeſsion afterwards he loſt none. All which is teſtified at large 

inſt him by Mr. Ales of Colebrook/and his wife, Thomas Win- 

and George Weare, and moſt of it confeſt by himlelfe. 

Upon debare of the premiſes, he was adjudged by the Coun- 
ll of warre, to be caſhiered at the head of rhe Regiment the 
next Randevouz : which ſentence he would not ſubmit unco, bur 
endeavoured to get the Souldiers of the Regiment to ftand by 
tim in this quarrell : from which irregular murinous carriages 
jroceeded that which followeth, |

The Major of the Regiment did there endevour according to 
the judgement of the Court, aQually to caſhiere him at the head 
of the Regiment, which he 1n a peremptory mutinous manngr re- 
fuſed to ſubmit unto. Upon which there was a new charge exhis 
bired againſt him;confiſting of ſeverall Aiticjes, the heads where- 
of are as followeth. 
. Firſt, thar rhe ſaid Thomſon at or about the temth of Sepren- 
ber, 1647. did aſſume theritle of a Souldier in the Army, under 
the command of his Excellency Sir Thomas Fairfax , and.came 
co the Regiment of Colonel! Ficetwood, being at a Randevouz, 
and there ſpake to and in the hearing of all che duldiers, ſeverall 
ſeditious and mutinous words,and delivered ſeverall ſeditious pa- 
pers, ſome written, others printed. 

Secondly, he endeavoured to make mutiny-in the. ſaid Regi- 
ment, by pretending he had brought a letter from the. Agents of 
235. Regiments, and ſaid he came to the Souldiers, and not. tothe 
Othicers, aftirming there were accuſations gon the Oflicers of 
the Army, labouring thereby to make a diviſion betweene the 
Officers and: the Souldiers,  preſsing the Souldiers ro, ſubſcribe 
his papers. All which were proved upon oath by Caprain Griffith 
Loyd,Captaiu Gilmond T aylor , and Thomas Scot er, all 1a

Thirdly, that upon the 20. of Ofober he endeavoured to make 
a mutiny in Colonell /halies Regiment, as followeth , The fad 
Thomſon being adjudged by a Court-Martiall co be: caſhiereda;

all WW - This charge being thus proved againſt him, he was apprehended & 
pa- WF brought pritoner to.#43»/0r;from whence contrary to his ingagemenr 
toche Matiall generall, he made his eſcape, and was afterward apain 
wprehended at Weſtminſter, and ſent priſoner to white-Hall, a ad- 
judged guilty of his charge by a Court-Marrtiall,& had the ſentence 
of death pronounced againſt him according to Law. After which the 
Generall inclined to mercy towards h m,and reprieved him from pre- 
nt execution, but continued him in priſon. But the Army being 
marched from Lox4ox, and he left at #/hite-Hall in the charge of a 
Martials man, did there make his eſcape the ſecond time, Since which 
vme he gathered rogerher a company of men in Armes, whom hee 
artered upon the Countrey, calling chem his Troop, and they him 
ptain ; with whom hee marched to a Gentlemans houte in Eſſex, 
who had a ſuit depending in Law with another abour a Title in land, 
whom he by force & violence diſpoſſeſt, caking hisTenants and Ser- 
vants priſoners, driving them before him in miery way in the night, 
pricking them on with his ſwords point in a moſt barbarous and cru- 
ell manner. For which he was brought priſoner ro White-Hall, ſent 
by the Court-Marriall to the civill Magiſtrate, who tooke Payle for 
his appearance at the Aſsizes. He no ſooner had his liberty, but with- 
out cauſe or provocation, ſtab d one Mr. Hayden witha Dagger , of 
which wounds he is ſinc@ dead. And within a few dayes after, he 
; was again taken on the Road, with a party of other men, whom he 
had deluded into his evill courſes; and had found about him a great 
black Periwig, and a falſe Beard, which they brought back againe 
with him: to WhiteHall. From whence he was ſent in ſafe cuſtody a- 
gain to the civill Magiſtrate, bailed by Lieur. Coll. Zi/b«rne out of 
priſon. And what his actions &end hath been fince,is ſo notorious, I 
ſhall not trouble you with the relation of it here. The rightcouſnes

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The third perfon of this number . hath been proceeded againſt 
for muciny, and for whom ſo many are offended, is Robert Lockyer, 
2 man unknown to me unrtill the time of his impriſonment : ſince 

which time I have inquired of him, and have heard a very ill report 

from the mouthes of ſuch,who ſpake it with no delight,and yet had 

cauſe and opportunity to inquire into, and obſerve his demeanour: 

but there being a relation of the proceedings of the buſineſle againſt 

him, with the cauſe thereof, already printed, I ſhall nor trouble you 
with any thing of that again;only I muſt obſerve to you his unſtable 
demeanor in the time of his ſuffrings,while he was before the Coun- 
cell, the witneſſes giving their teſtimonies againſt him viva voce, he 
could not deny any thing of that which was laid to his charge, but 
did endeavour to evade it, with ſuch criticall croſſe interrogatories 
ro the witneſles,as diſcovered more of wit and ſubtilty,then of god- 
lineſſe or integrity in him. 

The next morning after he was ſentenced , he ſeemed to be y 
ſenſible of his miſcarriage,and ſorry for his fault, and did deſire dire- 
cions,what ſhould be the beſt way for him to make his mind known 
to the Generall,&c. And there being then a-Petition drawn, which 
the other five that were to caſt lots, had ſubſcribed, he deſired to ſet 
his hand to it,and joyn with them in it ; he was adviſed to be care- 
full what he did , and was told, that ic was not a time to diſſemble 
neither withGod nor Man,and that the words of the petition which 
he deſired to ſubſcribe,and his former diſcourſe, did not agree. Up- 
on which, having heard the petition read ſeverall times to him, he 
ſet his hand to it, in which he hath theſe expreſsions,That the Gene- 
rall would be pleaſed, oat of his wonted clemency'and goodneſſe, to paſſe 
by that nawiſe and unlawful attion of theirs,and give them their lives 
© a prey ; and we do vow and proteſt before the Almighty God,that we 
a"e heartily ſorry. for our faults , and doe promiſe,as in his all-ſeting 
eje,never to dee the like attion again,nor ſuffer it to be done, if we can 
hinder it with our lives. . 

Then within a few houres after, there being a warrant ſigned for 
his execution, he changed his mind again, as if he had not been the 
ſame man, and began to ſpeak evill of his Judges, and the Law by 
which he was judged, &c. and to juſtifie himſelf as an innocent ſuffe- 
rerin a £00d cauſe, &c. and fo continued untill he died. 

Now that which 1 ſhould deſire the Reader to obſerve in thisbrief 
narrative of theſe thre? mens faults and puniſhments, is this : Firſt, 
what ground cheje is for theſe great clamours againſt the Army, for

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murther,and barbarous iſlegall proceeding? 8c. Have they not aſl 
had faire and legall rials, by that authority ,which they voluntarily 
placed themſelves under,and ſubmitted to,and that with ſo much le- 
nity and tenderneſle,as the moſt able of thoſe, who have taken $1- 
tans work out of his hand, ro be the accuſers of their brethren, are 


| not able to produce one preſident of the like. Had the ſame taulrs 
| been commitred by ſuch numbers, tending to ſuch an apparant hazard 
of publick ruine in any Army, that ever was in Chriſtendome before 


this, the ſuffering of every tenth man would hard)y have excu- 
ſed them; and yet here was but one man of one thouſand in the 
firſt , and one out of three or fourſcore in the laſt; and the other, 
though notoriouſly guilty, yer ſpared : and yet here muſt be murcher 
and barbarouneſle and tyranny, laid to the charge of thoſe, who de- 
fired nothing leſle then their deaths, if they could have anſwered 
their duty to God and Man, in ſparing them their lives. 7hen ſtood 
" Phineat and executed judgement, and ſo the plague was ſtayed, and 
that was accounted unto him for righteouſneſſe unto all generations, 
Plulm 1c. 30. 

The ſecond thing I deſire may be minded in the narration is,what 
ground the great pretenders of E _ liberties can have to think, 
their good cauſe is either intereſted in,or prejudiced by, the puniſh- 
ment of theſe evill actions, unleſſe that which was puniſhed in theſe 
wen, be the liberty they ſo much contend for,which muſt needs be a 
liberty in particulars to the prejudice of the generall, 

And for Mr. Lockyer,whom they are pleaſed ro canonize a Martyr 
ſince his death,there is leſſe to be {aid for him upon that conſidera- 
tion,then for either of the other two : for he and thoſe which mu- 
tined with him, did not ſo much as pretend common right and free- 
dome,nor had the leaſt colour of any one grievance lay upon them, 
except their not having their pay before it was either received by 
their Othcers for them, or due unto them, which is a new grievance 
never heard on before in an Army. And this is acknowledged by the 
Author of the ſecond book intituled,7he Armies Martyr,page 6. as 
followeth, Many perſons that formerly knew him, came to viſit him, 
much lamenting his ſad condition, being condemned for nothing, but for 
aking his pay and indeed that was the thing which moſt troubled him, 
that ſo ſmall a thing as contending for his pay, ſhould give his enemies 
«occaſion to take away his life, which as be often ſaid had it been for the 
fredome and liberties of this Nation, it would have added much to his 
comfort, &c. For he knew it was malice that prevailed over him, not 
C 2 Juſtice.

jafice. I cannot paſſe by theſe words,without obſerving ſomerhing 
from them : His friends lamentation over him is, that he ſhould be 
condemned for nothing bur asking his pay, and his own words are, 
For contendins for his pay. But it was for neither of theſe that hee 
ſuffered, for they are neither of them faults. 

A Sonldier may lawfully ask his pay of his Officer,and if he deny 
it, contend with him for it ; nay,if he can prove his Officer have de. 
frauded him, or unjuſtly derained from him one dayes pay, he may 
have him puniſhed for it,and that with the loſſe of his place, by an 
expreſle Article of warre. And I challenge any Souldier of the whole 
Army,or other,to produce one inſtance, that ever they appealedto 
the Generall,or Court-Martiall, againſt any Officer, and had not a 
ſpeedy and legall tryall : and if it were uſefull in this place, I could 
inſtance in many hundreds of caſes, where the Souldier hath been 
righted againſt the Otticer, and fuch extraordinary reparations gi- 
ven,as no Court in E»g/and would doe between man and man.Nay, 
in many caſes.where the Souldier hath cauſleſty and wrongfully pro- 
ſecuted his Otficer at a Court-Martiall, and yet hath not had the 
leaſt reproof from the Court, ſo tender have they been of diſcourz- 
ing the Souldiers in this particular. Burt if a Souldier ſhall demand 
his pay of his Officer before it be due, or when it is due, in a pes 
remptory mutinous way , it is puniſhable according to the manner 
and meaſure of the fa. For it is poſsible, a Souldier may demand 
his pay in a peremptory inſolent way of his Othcer,and yet not dev 
ſerve much puniſhment : As for inſtance, ten, or twenty, or more, 
may goe together to their Officer, and demand their pay of him, if 
it be due ; and admit they will not be ſatisfied with a reaſonable an- 
{wer, but ſhall there give him provoking, reviling , nay threatning 
l3nguage, no man will ſay this is commendable,but blameable, if not 
puniſhable ; and on the other hand, if no worſe conſequence attend 
ir, then that Officer and his Souldiers falling out , no man will ſay, 
this deſerves death. Nay further,if Souldiers ſhall demand their pay 
of their Officers upon a march,or at a Ragdevouz,or juſt when = 
are commanded upon ſervice,in the manner aforeſaid, which is w 
the: the other, yet if chey do not refuſe to march,or doe their d 
when commanded,though it come within the Article of warre, it 
the more excuſible. 

But the cafe of Mr. Lockyer and the reſt of his aſſociates,are much 
different from all theſe cafes :: For firſt, they. had no pay due , 
having been better paid ſince they came laſt unto Loudon, _—_ 
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. (18) 
they were ſince z Troop, being themſelves before hand with the reſt 
of the regiment, & the regiment aforehand with moſt of the Army. 

And further, they did not only demand their pay in manner afore- 
faid before it was due unto them , but refaſed to march, diſobeyed 
the commands of their Officers , while they unjuſtly quarrell for 
their wages before they had earned ir, they refuſe to do their work, 


- for which they were paid. and did nor onely diſobey their Officers 


commands, bur reſiſt them in the doing of their duty , forcibly ſeize 
upon the Colours, detain them from their Officers when demanded; 
and this not done in a ſudden hurly-burly, or an heat of blood, bur 
with deliberation , continuing.-in this poſture neere two dayes and 
nights, gathered themſelves rogether into a ſtrong houſe, and there- 
kept it againſt their Officers. When their Colonell and Officers came 
inlove and pitie towards them, perſwading them by reaſon to conſi- 
der with themſelves , what fad events muſt follow, if they neceſsita- 
ted them to uſe extremity ; putting them in mind, how comfortably 
they had ventured their lives together againſt the common enemy, 
promiſing them all chey either did or could defire, if they would 
ruled,and march after the Regiment. But all this would not prevail, 
Mr. Lockyer with ſome other of their Leaders, furniſhed them with 
arguments to trample upon, and inſalr over clemency. For when 
their Officers, (I mean their Colonell and Major, and 2 or 3 Cap- 
tains of the Regiment) had granted them all that they could think 
to ask, they then told them in plain Z»g/zf, they had been too lo 
fed with words, they had truſted the ſo often, that they would tru 
them no more. And all the while they thus capitulared with their 
Officers, they ſtood drawn up in Galleries and Windows with their 
Swords and Piſtols, as if they had been treating with an enemy, and 
did not ſubmit, uncill che yard was a clearing, to make way for the 
Horſe and Foot to force them, 

Theſe things conſidered, with the circumſtances of rime and place, 
if the Lord had not wonderfully prevented ir,þy awing the hearts 0 
4 diſcontenred popular multitude.,it might have proved as bloo- 
dy a day to that great Citie, and more fatall ro rhe Kingdomes 
intereſt, then ever yet Eng/and ſaw,or thought of. 

The next thing obſerved out of thoſe words quoted of his, is this, 
Which as he of tex ſaid, had it been for the freedome and liberty of thes 
Nation,jt would have added much to his comfort,” 
Truly I cannot blame him;7f ye ſwffer for righteonſneſſe ſake, happy 
areyou, but let none of you ſuffer as an evill deer; vr & baſie body, w_ 
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T hope there was not a man $4. up a -hand-in puniſhing him for 
his miſcarciage, bur would rather have ſuffered with him in ſo good 
4 cauſe ; but it is cleare out of his own mouth , his .conſcience told 
him, be did not ſuffer for thoſe things : and if not, how come the 
great pretenders for Exglands liberties and freedome, to glory fo 
much in his ſufferiug? 1s it. an honour for a man to ſuffer as an 
evill doer, becauſe he is a good man, or rather the more ſhame > 
He that knowes the fathers will, and doth it not , ſhall be beaten with 
many ſtripes. The more able and rationally principled the man 
was to promote good things, the more he was to be pitied and la- 
mented, bur the leſſe to be gloried in, 

But this kind of ſpirit at the latter end of the firſt warre, raged in 
our froward diſcontented brethren of the Presbyrtery, they having a 
jealouſie, _ without cauſe, that the ruling part of the Army 
diſcountenanced men of their judgement-and principles meerly for 
being ſuch , they preſently began to be very inquiſttive into the Ar- 
mies proceedings againſt offenders, After which the Army could not 
proceed againſt any Officer for the vileſt offence,that could be com- 
mitted,were it plundering the Countrey , cheating the State, or his 
Souldiers,drunkenneſſe,ſwearing,8&c. or for being countenancers of 
ſach perſons,or things, but preſently they were ſaid to be perſecutin 
Presbyterians : and ſo now, let Sonldiers commit never fo great of- 
fences,as Arnoll aforeſaid,and afterward ſtick a paper in his hat with 
this motto, Sowldiers rights,and England: freedom writ upon it, and 
that muſt be like a Popes Bull to pardon all their faulcs. 

And ſo for Thewſon,let him drink,and game, and quarrell, to the 
ſcandall of the Army,beat,fright, wound the countrey people, hale 
them out of their own houſes captives, like dogs through the dirt in 
the night, for no other fault but endeayouring to keep the peace of 
their own houſes. And after all this, pretend to common right and 
freedome,and then all proceedings againſt him muſt be barbarous 
and tyrannical,&c. Remember, He that j«ſtifieth the wickgd, and ht 
that codemneth the juſt, are both an abomination to the Lord,Pro.17.15, 

The third thing I muſt needs take notice of in his own words + 
fore quoted,is this, For he kyew it was malice that prevailed againſt 
him, and not juſtice. 

* How little ground himſelfe or any other had to think ſo, was.not 
hid from themſelves,and I deſire it may be known unto others... .. 
Firſt, .as Lapprehended, the-man was a ſtcanger-to-all his Judges, 
not one before that time had ever ſeen him, ſo as to ember 
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Fever they had heard of him : for I obſerved ic every time his name 
was taken notice of in the evidence , the whole Court deſired to ſee 
which was that man, at leaſt z or 4 times over, though he ſtood in 
their ſight all the time ; and all the Officers of the ſaid Regiment, 
fro the higheſt ro the loweſt,were defired tro withdraw at the time 
| ofthe debate,and came no more there,So in whoſe heart that malice 
ſhould reſt that overcame him,is left ro bee judged. Burt as it fared 
with Cain after he had murthered his brother, he thought every man 
that met him would murther him; ſo doth it with malicious evill- 
minded men,they think every man that oppoſeth them in their wic- 
kednes,beare hatred and malice towards them ; whereas I am confi- 
dent,the Lord beares witnes to the conſciences of this mans Judges, 
that if by ſparing his life , they ,ſhould have hazarded the ruine of 
none but themſelves, they would have choſe to have done it with 
joy,rather then have executed him. Bt the integrity of the upright 
ſtall guide them,when the perverſnes of tranſ; rfers ſhall deſtroy thens. 
' 0bj. But grant you,the fa was never ſo fou ,and the offenders ne- 
ver ſo guilty of it, yet the way of your proceedings againſt them, is 
llesall,you trying them by Martiall law in the time of peace, it be- 
ing contrary to Magna Charta, and the Petition of Right oc. ' 
Anſ.Truly,for Magna Charta & the Peiition of Right] never-read 
more ofthem,thett what I have feeu printed by L.Col. Lilburn, &c. 
in their papers,in which I have obſerved a great deal of oppoſition to 
Martial Law in times of peace,as in C. Brayes, Thomſons 8& Lockyers 
caſe, yer I could never find it any way made good,that thoſe things 
which were charged againſt Srrafford, & others in that point, were 
for their proceedings againſt Souldiers under their immediate com- 
mand and condu&,and for ſuch ations as their being ſouldiers,made 
them more capable of committing, then in another capacity could 
have been. If ſo,I muſt confeſle,I could never clear it up ro my owne 
judgement,that thoſe lawes in that particular, doe provide for the 
peoples weale, but for their woe : thoſe lawes in that cafe,do neither 
{ provide for Souldiers rights,nor Eng/ands freedome.As for inftance, 
Would the Souldiers account-it ther right, to be liable to aftions at 
the Common law for every triviall offence, which oftentimes their 
imployments, as Souldiers,doth neceſſarily put chem upon towards 
countrey-men, would their ſmall pay inable them to atrend rhe te- 
dious trials at law,oftentimes far diſtant from their quarters and bu- 
ſineſſe,in charg2able Courts,where they are neceſsitated to plead by 
conn{ell> Or would they be willing to be liable to indiAments at the 
Size and Seſsions, and x fend injoyned attendance for every ſuſpition 
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a country-man eould have againſt hjm. For to be ſure, if there wer 
any miſchiefe done by a man in a red coat, with a fword by hisſide, 
the nexx Souldies the hue and cry overtvok inthat habir,muſt needs 
be ſuſpeced,; & there to be teiadle by twelve of the ne : 
where the offence is committed, thongh bt never (@ mich a 
ſtranger in thoſe parts. And all the know! .the Jny7rconliiris 
of him,would be,that he was a Souldier , which. would hardly pro« 
cure bum more favour then is allowed to yagrants in fuch.caſes. : /- 
_ Again, would the countrey-man account it his liberty 20 behable 
to the injuries and violence of Souldiers, and have no'other remedy ll , 
againſt them then the common Law ? What Batly,or Officer, would 
undertake the ſerving of a Writ on a. Souldier in an _— his or» 
dinary fee ? And in caſe ſome would,and the Souldiers ſhould reſiſt, 
aid prote&t one another, and:in a mutinous manner beat oor abuſe 
the Officer,the plaintiffe hath no remedy ſtill, but the common Law; 
For it would be arbitrary tyranny in an Officer to-exerciſe- any; 
power over the- Souldier in times of peace, ſo much as to rebuke 
or puniſh him for negle& or diſobedience ; and what an Officey 
would ſfignifie in-an Army, or att Army in Kingdome thus diſciplined 
and governed. deſire the prudent to conſfiderzanderhat a mulcitydg 
of ſuch inconveniences,attended' with many unſupportable evil>and 
burthens, both to:the Souldier and Countrey, may be enumerated;
